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RENEW ends on jubilant 
note, positive results

SAN DIEGO — RENEW participants 
from throughout the diocese filled Blessed 
Sacrament Church Novy. 24 to celebrate 
the official closing of RENEW with a 
Vespers service for the feast of Christ the 
King. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher, Auxiliary 
Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez, and Msgr. 
John Dickie, diocesan RENEW director, 
presided at the ceremonies conducted in 
Spanish and English. 


PARISH RENEW banners carried in 
the entrance procession lined the side 
aisles of the church. 


‘RENEW will never close,’ Bishop 
Maher said. He called the assembly to 
continual conversion and renewal as 
disciples of Jesus. 


“You become witnesses of all the 
Church has to offer,’’ he said, stressing 
the need to continue their adult religious 
education in order to ‘‘pass on the faith to 
communities in which you live.’’ He 
urged the congregation to fulfill a 
disciple’s prophetic role by providing 
“*preferential treatment for the puur,”” as 
defined in the U.S. bishops’ pastoral 
letter on the economy. 


BISHOP CHAVEZ also stressed the 
need for ongoing renewal and religious 
education in his homily given in Spanish. 


He said that observing the liturgical 
seasons of the year is one form of renewal. 


‘*All events call us to conversion,’’ he 
added. The earthquakes in Mexico and 
volcanic eruptions in Colombia ‘‘call us 
to solidarity with the victims.’’ The 
Geneva Summit conference ‘‘calls us to 
be peaceful and do away with violence.”’ 


RENEW DIRECTOR Msgr. Dickie 
summarized the impact RENEW has had

NEARLY THREE years ago parish 
core members gathered for one of six 
training sessions conducted by clergy and 
staff from the Archdiocese of Newark, 
N.J., where the program originated in 
1978. 


A mood of cautious optimism prevailed 
during the overnight meetings, recalls Pat 
RENEW coordinator at St. 
John parish in Encinitas. 


Some participants were enthusiastic; 
others were fearful of a three-year 
commitment to the process, Wanket said. 
Although there were reservations about 
RENEW’s acceptance by parishioners, 
core members offered their talents and 
efforts for the spiritual renewal of their 
parish communities during the closing 
liturgy, she added. 

THE FIVE-SEMESTER process 
aims to renew Christian living through 
teaching and witnessing to the Word of 
God, developing vibrant faith 
communities, and establishing justice 
formation and action. This is 
accomplished through organized parish 
committees. 


Components of RENEW included 
pledges of prayers, coordinating Sunday 
liturgies with RENEW themes, and 
large- and small-group gatherings.

Synod giving picture of 
unity, apostolic church

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John 
Paul II said Dec. 1 that he was following 
the work of the Nov. 24-Dec. 8 extra- 
ordinary synod of bishops with close 
attention and ‘‘with an open heart.’’ He 
said the work of the synod so far had 
given ‘‘a marvelous picture of the unity 
and the apostolic life of the Church.”’ 


Synod members who spoke during the 
meeting’s first week, the pope said, 
demonstrated that they, were dedicated to 
their ministry, and that they wanted to 
“*discover ever more adequate ways’’ to 
implement the council’s teachings. 


“Tl HAVE followed ‘and will continue 
to follow this work with an open heart and 
by attentively listening to the members of 
the synod,’’ the pope told several 
thousand people in St. Peter’s Square. 


As the synod passed its midpoint and 
moved toward its close, collegiality had 
emerged as a pivotal issue. Collegiality 
refers to the sharing of authority and 
responsibility in the Church between the 
pope and the world body of bishops. 


Many delegates from the developed 
world focused attention on the relation- 
ship of collegiality to the authority of 
national bishops’ conferences and local 
bishops. One delegate even suggested 


formation of a permanent world Synod of 


Bishops that would share legislative 
powers with the pope. 
ASIAN AND African delegates 


stressed the need for local churches to 
have more flexibility in finding their own 
identity through inculturation, the 
adaptation of Catholic teachings and 
practices to local cultures and customs. 


Latin American delegates asked 
understanding and cooperation from the 
Vatican as local and national hierarchies 
grapple with the pastoral needs of people 
living under unjust socio-economic and 
political structures. 


The synod, however, was also an open 
forum for discussing a wide variety of 
other issues. Archbishop Karl Berg of 
Salzburg, Austria, asked for a new study, 
in the light of modern medical progress, 
of the Church’s position that use of 
artificial and chemical means of 
contraception is immoral. 


““WE MUST also think in terms of a 
more merciful approach to the divorced 
and remarried,’’ he said. The archbishop 
said the Church should study the 
possibility of readmitting these people to 
the sacraments after an appropriate 
“‘period of penance.’’

paper L ’Osservatore Romano said. The accord, 
signed Nov. 15, is important because it 
recognizes the ‘‘principle of permanent 
consultation on a wide range of questions that 
are of vital interest to the life of the people,’’ 
the newspaper said in a front-page editorial. 
The standing committee of the Irish Catholic 
bishops’ conference gave a cautious welcome 
to the Anglo-Irish agreement. 


SANCTUARY TRIAL — The chief 
prosecutor in the trial against sanctuary 
movement workers in Tucson, Ariz., 
described the trial as ‘‘a simple alien 
smuggling case’’ with Sister Darlene Nicgorski 
as ‘‘the travel agent’’ and two priests as part of 
the ‘‘Nogales Connection.’’ The prosecutor, 
Donald M. Reno, a special assistant U.S. 
attorney, in opening arguments called Sister 
Nicgorski one of the ‘‘chief executive officers’’ 
of the sanctuary movement. Eleven members 
of the movement were on trial for allegedly 
aiding illegal Central American refugees. 


- Defense attorney Robert Hirsh told the jury 


the defendants are innocent and ‘‘when you 
hear all the evidence you’re not going to hear 
that anybody had any criminal intention.” 


CRS INDISPENSABLE — If Catholic 
Relief Services did not already exist the U.S. 
bishops would have to create it, Bishop Daniel 
Reilly of Norwich, Conn., chairman of the 
CRS board, said, in a report on the Catholic 
aid agency during the fall meeting of the U.S. 
bishops in Washington. ‘‘CRS is indispen- 
sable to carry out the Gospel mandate to serve 
the least of our brothers,’’ he said. The report 
was separate from a presentation made the 
same day by an ad hoc committee headed by 
Cardinal John Krol of Philadelphia that 
cleared CRS of allegations of wrongdoing in 
its Africa relief efforts.

Pointers for a missionary diocese

First he called on all, priests and laity, to be ““deeply concerned 
about the missions’’ including personal sacrifice.

_The archbishop’s third point spoke of those who, while not 
binding themselves for life, ‘‘give some years to the missions.” 


And fourthly, he called on ‘‘everyone in the diocese, young and 
old, rich and poor”’ not only to offer prayers and show interest, ‘‘but 
will also give money to support the missions.’’ 


He rounded off his statement by saying that the ‘‘whole diocese 
must become missionary”’ in its outlook. He said this means ‘‘on my 
part, not that I will go to Africa or Australia or Asia personally, but I 
will be a missionary through the works of the whole diocese to 
become missionary.”’ 


That’s a challenge for any diocese, at any time, and especially 
now as it becomes more and more difficult and dangerous to spread 
the Christian message.

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Parishes share bounty with needy, hungry

SAN DIEGO — Although the turn-out was lower than 
anticipated, the San Diego Catholic Worker (SDCW) 
provided nearly 500 Thanksgiving dinners to San Diego’s 
homeless Nov. 28 at its St. Didacus Kitchen. 


SDCW volunteers worked the night before to prepare 
nearly 1,200 meals, said Karl Whicker, SDCW’s 
Hospitality House manager. Catholic Worker was 
prepared to serve over 1,100 people Thanksgiving Day, 
but buses began picking up the homeless in the downtown 
area that day to take them to an unknown destination for 
a meal, Whicker said. 


THIS IS the sixth year that Catholic Worker has 
served Thanksgiving dinners for the homeless. Most of 
the food items served for the traditional Thanksgiving 
meal were donated, Whicker said. 


It took nearly two hours to feed all who came for a 
meal. To receive a meal, all one needed to do was show up 
and get in line outside the kitchen on 16th Street, Whicker 
said. The line began forming more than one hour before 
the kitchen’s doors opened for the noon meal. 


SDCW is not the only Catholic organization that 
provided. Thanksgiving meals to the needy. A number of 
diocesan parishes distributed Thanksgiving food baskets. 


ST. RITA parish distributed 30 baskets containing all 
items necessary for a Thanksgiving meal Noy. 27, said 
Msgr. Francis Pattison, pastor. All food items were 
donated by St. Rita parishioners and the parish’s school 
students, who donated canned goods for the baskets. 


Because the parish receives more requests for Thanks- 
giving baskets than it can fill, Msgr. Pattison explained 
that those desiring baskets must fill out an application and 
meet with him before a request is.approved. The pastor 
sees the ‘individual meetings as an opportunity to do 


pastoral work. ‘‘People are pleased when someone listens 
to them,’’ he said. ‘“‘It’s more than just providing 
food . . . it’s helping people to help themselves.”’ 


Msgr. Pattison noted that the parish received more 
requests for baskets this year than ever before. However, 
the increased demand also brought an increased response. 


‘THIS IS the first time all the turkeys were donated 
by individuals rather than the parish having to buy 
them,’’ he said. 

Like St. Rita’s, St. Rose of Lima parish in Chula Vista 
also had more ‘requests for Thanksgiving baskets this 
year. 

St. Rose combined its baskets with its Nov. 23 SHARE 
distribution, explained Holy Family Sister Dolores 
Molina, parish pastoral associate. Parishioners donated 
funds to provide 60 families with a SHARE food package 
and Thanksgiving meal items, such as a turkey, pie, and 
canned food, she said. 


SISTER MOLINA said that asking parishioners to 
donate $12 for a SHARE of food was a more effective way 
of filling Thanksgiving baskets than asking people to 
donate individual food items. Over 25 people from the 
parish’s emergency assistance committee and SHARE 
participants helped prepare the baskets, she said. 

This is the 10th year the parish has provided Thanks- 
giving meals. ‘‘The project is getting bigger every 
year.... There seem to be more needy people this 
year,’’ Sister Molina said, adding that calls for baskets 

“come from many places outside the parish boundaries. 

St. Patrick parish in North Park has also provided 
Thanksgiving baskets to needy neighborhood residents 
for the past 15 years, said Augustinian Father Richard 
Smith, associate pastor. 


THIS YEAR St. Patrick’s distributed 12 baskets. 
Thanksgiving baskets are prepared at the parish and 


delivered to the recipient’s home, Father Smith said. All 
items needed for a complete Thanksgiving meal were 
donated by parishioners except turkeys, which were 
purchased by the parish. 


The baskets are just one of St. Patrick’s hunger relief 
efforts. Parishioners also help supply Casa de los Pobres 
in Tijuana with non-perishable food items and help stock 
the North Park Christian Service Agency (NPCSA), a 
group of area churches that help people who need food, 
Father Smith said. 


At St. Patrick’s Thanksgiving Day Mass, a food 
collection was taken for Casa and NPCSA. Money to 
purchase a large mixer for San Diego Catholic Worker 
was also collected, Father Smith said. 


GOOD SHEPHERD parish in Mira Mesa provided 
15 Thanksgiving food baskets to the parish community’s 
needy, said Frank Nugent, parish secretary. 


Food items for the baskets were donated by a number 
of groups, including K-Mart, the Moose Lodge, the 
Lionist Club, the parish Girl Scout Troop, Catholic 
Daughters of the Americas, and the Christian Fellowship 
group at Carmel High School in Rancho Penasquitos, 
Nugent said. Good Shepherd parishioners also donated 
turkeys and canned goods to the effort. 


Good Shepherd has provided Thanksgiving baskets for 
eight years, Nugent said. The number given out this year 
is the most the parish has ever provided. 


AT ASCENSION parish in Tierrasanta, the Family 
Life Commission takes care of the collection and 
distribution of items donated in the parish’s Thanksgiving 
food drive, said Jessica Becerra, parish secretary. The 
drive takes place for two Sundays before Thanksgiving. 


Some food items collected are used to provide a 
Thanksgiving meal to needy families in the parish, © 


- Becerra said. The remainder is given to Catholic 


Community Services.

Tribute to John Courtney Murray 


The Nov. 30 issue of the Jesuit weekly, America, published a 
special issue in honor of the late Jesuit Father John Courtney 
Murray. This well-deserved tribute coincides with the 20th 
anniversary of Vatican Council II’s Declaration on Religious 
Freedom. Father Murray was a principal author of the 
statement. 


The declaration, which seemed to be in danger of being 
permanently shelved during the four years of the council, was 
frequently characterized by the press as the council’s 
“‘American’’ schema. It was an accurate characterization, up to 
a point. 


The U.S bishops, coming from a country where separation of 
church and state is a matter of fact, were almost unanimously of 
the opinion that the council should come out with a forthright 
declaration on religious freedom. Their energetic support of the 
declaration will undoubtedly be singled out by historians as their 
greatest contribution to the overall success of the council. 


It would be a mistake, however, to think that the Americans 
won the battle singlehandedly. From the outset, the majority of 
fathers were in favor of a strong declaration. The document 
picked up added support as time went on and ambiguities in 
successive drafts of the working texts were clarified. 


In the end, the U.S. bishops had the enthusiastic support of the 
overwhelming majority. Still, the fact remains that the U.S. 
bishops took the lead in pushing for adoption of the declaration. 


The record will show it was Father Murray who prepared the 
way for the declaration by his brilliant rethinking of the 
development of Catholic doctrine on religious freedom. His 
relationship with the U.S. bishops during the council was cordial 
and his scholarly input to their deliberations was of crucial 
importance. 


When the inside story of the council is finally written, the 
record will show that he drafted many of the major interventions 
made by the leading members of the U.S. hierarchy in support of 
the religious freedom declaration and was consulted on the 
drafting of several others. 

Father Murray had allies at the council among the periti 
(experts) of other nations, of course. For instance, he had the un- 
wavering support and indispensable cooperation of Msgr. Pietro 
Pavan whose theological writings also helped to prepare the way 
for the declaration. Named a cardinal in 1985, he served as rector 
of Lateran University in Rome after the council. 


A distinguished theologian and writer, Cardinal Pavan was a 
tower of strength to Father Murray. 


I first introduced the two scholars to each other at the old 
Woodstock College in rural Maryland several years before the 
council convened. I also was privileged to observe them at close 
range as they collaborated during the council, so I can attest that 
theirs was a beautiful friendship. It was based on respect for each 
other’s remarkably similar qualities of mind and heart, their 
respect for the dignity of human beings and the integrity of the 
human conscience, and their mutual dedication to the truth that 
makes humans free. 


It was most appropriate that Cardinal Pavan was invited to 
deliver the principal address at the American observance of the 
10th anniversary of the declaration.

Most profound mystery of faith 


The following is the Vatican text of Pope John Paul II’s remarks in 
English at his weekly general audience in St. Peter’s Square Nov. 27. 


Dear brothers and sisters, 


Continuing my catechesis on the Creed, I wish to speak today 
about the Holy Trinity: the mystery of one God in three divine 
persons. The source of our belief in this mystery is found in the 
New Testament. Only by means of this revelation is it possible to 
know the truth of God as one and three. 


As Jesus said: ‘‘No one knows the Son except the Father, and 
no one knows the Father except the Son and anyone to whom the 
Son chooses to reveal him.”’ 


The dogma of the Blessed Trinity is the most profound of all 
the mysteries of our faith, so profound that the human intellect 
could never fully understand it. Yet, when enlightened by faith, 
the intellect can in a certain way grasp its meaning. 


It is particularly important to understand the concept of 
“‘person’’ and the concept of ‘‘nature.’’ In God there is a unity 
of nature, that is, a unity of divinity, for there is only one God. 
At the same time, this one God is a personal God whom through 
revelation we come to know as Father, Son, and Holy Spirit. 

Together with all people who believe in God, we lift up our 
hearts to the living and personal God, to the one God who 


created the world and who is the origin of all that is good, 
beautiful, and holy. 


To him be praise and glory forever.

The cause of Father Serra 


The archives of the Diocese of San Diego contain letters 
written to Charles Francis Buddy, San Diego’s first bishop, who 
was most supportive of Serra’s cause. Franciscan Father 
Maynard Geiger, the historian who was doing research on Serra, 
began by sending small prayer leaflets to promote the cause to 
Bishop Buddy in January 1942. 


At that time, Franciscan Father Eric O’Brien was named vice- 


" postulator of the cause, and he tried to develop a campaign of 


prayer for its success. He was worried that the publicity might 
raise false hopes of a speedy conclusion of the cause. 


Because World War II was in high gear, he feared a risk in 
forwarding any documents to Rome until after the war. Bishop 
Buddy granted him permission to preach sermons and to give 
lectures on Serra in the Diocese of San Diego. 


The preliminary steps to introducing the cause progressed 
satisfactorily. By September 1942, the Mission Santa Barbara 
Archives had about 200 of Padre Serra’s letters in the original 
and in copy. The theological and philosophical writings of Serra 
were still located in Spain and Italy. 


Mission San Diego de Alcala, Serra’s first in the chain of 21 
missions, also has several original writings of Father Serra. They 
are stored for safe-keeping in the archives of the diocese located 
on the campus of the University of San Diego. 


Father Geiger studied Serra’s letters for over a year, selecting 
and filing instances of his practice of the various virtues. In the 
meantime, the cause was receiving considerable publicity in the 
West, through the sermons and lectures of the Franciscan friars. 
The main thrust of the publicity was spiritual — a campaign of 
prayer. 


In San Diego the Third Order of St. Francis, the Knights of 
Columbus, the Young Men’s Institute, the Young Ladies 
Institute, and the Catholic Daughters of America wholeheartedly 
supported the work. Thousands of prayer leaflets, written in 
English, Spanish, Italian, and Portuguese, were distributed. A 
statewide diocesan Serra Day was set aside on which a sermon or 
lengthy announcement on the cause was given, and 300,000 
leaflets were distributed throughout the San Diego diocese. 


Eric O’Brien, still very active today in Franciscan ministries and 

residing at San Luis Rey Mission, began writing and mailing 
bulletins on the cause in March 1943. Copies were sent to all 
bishops in California, to every pastor in the state, to every 
Franciscan friary in the United States, and to hundreds of the 
laity. The San Diego archives is fortunate in having most of these 
informative bulletins.

Waiting, hoping, watching, 


Advent is here and some of us are already making plans 
for Christmas. The long, dry summer of the liturgical 
Ordinary time seems in retrospect to have slid by in a 
flash and our great time of rejoicing — for which we have 
waited all year — has overtaken us.

However, we live in 
the awareness of Christ resurrected. How could we not 
with our eucharistic orientation? We are many different 
things if we are to reflect the infinite variety of God and 
diversity of Jesus. 


Essays in Theology

On Oct..3 the Committee for Pro-Life Activities of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops issued a 
statement concerning dissent from.the Church’s teaching 
on abortion. The bishops once again reject abortion as a 
legitimate moral choice, but situate it within a larger net- 
work of ‘‘threats to human life and dignity’’ (the ‘‘seam- 
less garment’’ approach). 


The statement’s treatment of dissent is of particular 
interest. The bishops note that some dissenting Catholics 
have been saying that they are not bound by the official 
teaching. The bishops disagree. 


THE CHURCHW’S teaching on abortion isn’t binding 
simply because the Church says it is binding. Rather, this 
teaching touches the matter of human dignity itself and, 
as such, binds every human being. 


‘*A Catholic who chooses to dissent from this teaching, 
or to support dissent from it, is dissenting not only from 
church law but also from a higher law that the Church 
seeks to observe and teach,’’ the statement declares. 
“Such dissent can in no way be seen as legitimate 
alternative teaching.”’ 


Some Catholics on the pro-choice side of the issue have 
taken particular exception to the bishops’ statement. The 
president of Catholics for a Free Choice has asked if, in 
light of this statement, ‘‘a Catholic, in good conscience, 
(can) dissent from the church teaching on abortion and 
still be a member in good standing of the corpus.’’ 


EVEN IF she had not added the words “‘in good 
standing’’ an affirmative answer would have required 
some qualification. Before dissent can separate one from 


— overcrowded, noisy, smokey — followed by a two-hour 
car trip home. 


I ARRIVED home to a mother who wanted to talk. 
She was visibly hurt at my lack of enthusiasm and it 
wasn’t a good way to start a holiday reunion. 


Although I may be a good forgetter, I am also a fast 
learner. I’ve found that returning children and parents 
alike just want to be with us for awhile.. They want to be 
home in the same way they were home before they left. 


They don’t want activites, appointments, and other 
people. They want us, good food, time away from the 
hordes, and a bathroom all to themselves. 


WE HAVE become sensitive to what they want and 
need, although belatedly so. College students, especially, 
need a time to decompress. They are tired of deadlines, 
people, and travel. So now we plan as little as possible the 
first week they are home. 


A friend of mine told me how they learned this lesson. 
It seems they traditionally celebrated Christmas Eve with 
aunts, uncles, and cousins — lots of them. As her children 
came home from college, they became more reluctant to 
be part of the mob scene. 


Then, one year, her daughter said, ‘“‘You know, we 
have never spent Christmas Eve at home, just our family. 


We are a Good Friday people, waiting with Mary and 
John at the foot of the cross, grieved and shaken by the 
knowledge of what we do to innocent goodness in our 
world. We are a Holy Thursday people, humbled by the 
image of the Son of Man on His knees before us, 
cleansing our feet as He does our souls. We are a Holy 
Saturday people, keeping vigil as the disciples did, 
uncertain and afraid. We are an Easter people, rejoicing 
with Mary Magdalen that death has no real meaning and 
that Jesus lives among us. 


WE ARE also a Pentecost people, slightly intoxicated 
by the power of the Holy Spirit of God’s love and with 
relief that we are not, after all, alone. We are an Advent 
people, waiting in Peter’s sure hope for the redemption 
we know will come as a little child. Then, after all the 
mystical wonder of Christmas, we are like Magi, 
following a star we know must lead to our destination, but 
unsure of the way, afraid of what will befall us en route, 
and not at all sure what we will find at the end. 


Everything in Scripture tells us that we are a pilgrim 
people, an Advent people, for waiting is not something 
inactive. We wait as we pilgrimage on — living our lives, 
facing our problems, fostering love, struggling to under- 
stand who we are and what we must do to complete our 
task on earth. Through it all we are waiting for the one

the Catholic Church, it must involve an 
‘obstinate . . . denial (or doubt) of some truth that must 
be believed with divine and catholic faith’’ (canon 751). 
Such dissent is called ‘‘heresy,’’ and effects automatic 
excommunication (canon 1664, No. 1). 


However, this begs a serious question. Does the 
teaching on abortion fall under the heading ‘‘divine and 
catholic faith’’? 


An article of belief is ‘‘of divine faith’’ if it is clearly and 
expressly contained in the sources of revelation. If this 
article of belief is also taught as such by the Church’s 
magisterium, it is a truth ‘‘of divine and catholic faith.’’ 
A rejection of such a truth is heresy. This has been the 
common teaching of theologians and is also the 
understanding one finds in canon 750 of the Code of 
Canon Law. 


THERE ISN’T any doubt in the bishops’ minds that 
the teaching on abortion is part of the Church’s 
“ordinary and universal magisterium.’’ They say 
explicitly that the ‘‘Church has always rejected abortion 
as a grave moral evil.’’ 


Both the Code of Canon Law and the opinion of 
Catholic theologians, however, insist on more than that 
before a belief can be regarded as ‘‘of divine and catholic 
faith.’’ Such a belief must be, first of all, ‘‘of divine 
faith,’’ and that means it must be understood as having 
been ‘‘divinely revealed’’ and proposed as such by the 
“‘ordinary and universal magisterium.”’ 


Has anyone argued that the prohibition against 
abortion is explicitly contained in Sacred Scripture? If it

When I was young, I read a novel of which I recall little 
other than it was titled The Long Fidelity. It was the story 
of a woman who loved a man from childhood to middle 
age with unswerving faithfulness, through abuse and 
rejection, waiting long years until the nature of her love 
brought him contrite and grateful into her still open and 
willing arms. 


IT WAS, I suppose, rather trite as stories go, but my 
young idealism was struck by the beauty of such faithful- 
ness. Through it I came to understand better the biblical 
allegories of Hosea and Job and, later, to perceive 
something of the nature of God’s own love. The idea of 
His eternal fidelity to us, waiting patiently for our turning 
to Him, and our own confused longing for reunion with 
Him, despite our many infidelities and indifference, came 
together as one encompassing expression of creative love. 


Our waiting is not barren but is full of the creative 
potential that Advent symbolizes. Christians must be a 
redemptive people if they are to be worthy of the name. 
Redemption engages every aspect of religious life and 
calls us to manifest in our lives all the aspects of Jesus’ 
humanity. That’s the kind of people we are.

FURTHERMORE, HAS anyone shown where the 
extra-biblical and post-biblical teachings (for example, the 
Didache and Vatican II) have claimed the authority of 
“‘divine revelation’’? 


Since so many right-of-center Catholics obstinately 
refuse to read what I write in context, I have to say, par- 
enthetically, that I am not: questioning the traditional 
teaching of the Church on abortion. I accept it without 
qualification. The issue here is the question of its 
doctrinal status. Is it divinely revealed or not? 


If it is not divinely revealed, then rejection of the 
Church’s teaching is not heresy and, therefore, does not 
incur for the dissenter automatic excommunication. The 
dissenting Catholic remains a Catholic. 


IF THE teaching is a matter of divine revelation, then 
rejection of the teaching is heresy and the dissenter is 
automatically outside the Catholic Church. The 
dissenting Catholic is no longer a Catholic. 


It is not clear how the bishops’ statement understands 
this question. In the absence of any clear indication, one 
would have to assume the milder position. Their views 
notwithstanding, there simply is insufficient evidence that 
the teaching on abortion is part of divine revelation. 

Whether a Catholic who dissents on abortion is also a 
member of the Church ‘‘in good standing”’ is another 
matter entirely. The phrase, in any case, doesn’t have any 
precise canonical or theological meaning.

Church teachings forbid divorced persons who remarry 
to receive the sacraments unless the first marriage 
received a church annulment or the first spouse has died. 


The role of women in the Church was another issue 
raised by delegates in the first week of synod meetings. At 
several press conferences, however, synod delegates said 
the discussion would not include the topic of ordaining 
women because it was Christ’s decision to limit the priest- 
hood to men. 


First week results 

The synod’s first week was composed mostly of plenary 
sessions in which the 162 delegates presented oral or 
written reports outlining their views. On Nov. 29, the 
delegates broke into small groups to discuss specific 
resolutions to present for synod approval. 

A theme underlining much of the speeches was the need 
to follow the example of Vatican II and have the synod 
discuss internal church problems and the Church’s 
external relationship to the modern world. 


_ MANY DELEGATES also stressed that the synod was 
’ not a struggle between church leaders with optimistic or 
pessimistic views of the post-conciliar Church. 


To aid the small-group discussions, Cardinal Godfried , 


Danneels of Malines-Brussels, Belgium, synod recording 
secretary, prepared a summary of the first week’s 
speeches. 

The summary warned of ‘‘an increase in secularism’’ 
in a modern world that ‘‘casts aside and denies spiritual 
values.’’ A pastoral consequence of this is the growth of 
sects as people seek to recapture a spiritual dimension to 
their lives.

“‘THE BIRTH and spread of sects poses the problem 
of responding to the spiritual hunger of contemporary 
man,”’ said the summary. 

It warned that the Church’s updating in relation to the 
modern world ‘‘is not easy accommodation, which could 
lead to the secularization of the Church.”’ 


The cornerstone of the Church’s relationship with the 
world should be ‘“‘a theology of the cross,’ which 
emphasizes the relationship between human history and 
salvation history, said the summary. 

AT THE same time, it called ‘‘useless and harmful’’ 
any effort to set in opposition the Church’s spiritual and 
temporal missions. 

The summary also called for ways of fostering greater 
church unity while not hindering the legitimate diversities 
among local churches. These diversities, it noted, must 
not be in opposition to each other and must show that 
“‘the one and universal Church makes itself present in the 
particular churches.’’ 

The summary asked that ways be found to foster ‘‘a 
more intense dialogue’’ between bishops and theologians. 

ECUMENICAL DIALOGUE ‘“‘is deeply etched in 
the consciousness of the Church,”’ it said. 

Regarding collegiality, it said that ‘‘the college of 
bishops must express and build up variety in unity.”’ 

The summary called bishops’ conferences useful and 
necessary but noted ‘‘they are based upon ecclesiastical 
law.”’ 

THE SMALL-GROUP discussions are not limited to 
the topics or approach taken in the summary. The 
purpose of the summary is to stimulate discussion, not to 
limit it.

Positions approved by the synod do not become 
official church policy unless approved by the pope. 


During the first week of the synod, many of the 
delegates examined the issue of collegiality as it applied to 
their part of the world. 


UKRAINIAN CATHOLIC Archbishop Maxim 
Hermaniuk of Winnipeg, Manitoba, presented the most 
sweeping proposal. He asked formation of a permanent 
Synod of Bishops, with members elected to six-year 
terms, to share legislative powers with the pope. Under 
the proposal, the pope and synod would decide questions 
currently decided by the pope and the Curia, the 
Church’s central administrative body. 


Others did not make specific proposals for changing 
decision-making structures, but asked for a deeper study 
of the role of bishops’ conferences.
